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The  Parole  Board  is  pleased  to  publish  this  first  edition  of 
the  Directory  of  Residential  Programs  for  Massachusetts  Parolees. 

The  Board  has  made  a  firm  commitment  to  responding  to  the 
residential  program  needs  of  parolees  through  establishment  of 
three  contract  programs:  MassCAPP  for  developmentally  disabled 
parolees;  Coolidge  II  for  recently  released  parolees;  and  Halfway 
Back  for  parolees  experiencing  adjustment  problems  in  the  com- 
munity. However,  the  Board  relies  heavily  on  the  programs  listed 
in  this  directory  -  many  of  which  are  funded  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  -  to  provide  in  depth  substance  abuse  treatment  to 
the  parolee  population.  In  this  respect,  we  are  working  closely 
with  the  Department's  Division  of  Substance  Abuse  to  coordinate 
services  to  ensure  that  the  Parole  Board,  through  our  referral 
process  and  the  parolee,  through  his  or  her  behavior,  make  an  ef- 
fective use  of  the  services  offered. 

To  that  end,  we  are  engaging  in  policy  analysis  regarding 
residential  community  corrections  through  a  technical  assistance 
grant  from  the  National  Institute  of  Corrections,  administered  by 
the  National  Institute  on  Sentencing  Alternatives  and  carried  out 
by  the  Program  Resources  Center  at  Rutgers  University.  This 
directory  is  part  of  that  larger  project.  It  is  our  hope  that 
the  information  in  this  directory  will  be  used  to  further  this 
effort  -  to  make  effective  referrals1  for  these  very  vital 
resources  and  to  allow  the  parolee  population  to  gain  increased 
access  to  the  important  services  these  programs  provide.

Congratulations  on  the  preparation  of  this  directory. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  is  committed  to  increasing  the 
availability  and  accessibility  of  appropriate  substance  abuse 
treatment  for  parolees.   Residential  treatment  is  vital  for  many 
men  and  women  newly  released  from  a  correctional  institution.  We 
are  pleased  that  the  agencies  listed  in  this  directory  work  with 
parolees.     Efforts  to  develop  additional  beds,  however,  must 
continue.     We  will  encourage  more  residential  programs  to  accept 
the  challenge  of  working  with  offenders.     We  will  also  continue 
to  work  closely  with  the  Department  of  Corrections  and  the  Parole 
Board  to  purchase  beds  specifically  for  men  and  women  from  the 
criminal  justice  system. 

Residential  services,   however,   are  not  the  only  program  we 
support  for  the  criminal  offender.     The  Pilot  Parole  Project 
was  implemented  in  Southeastern  Massachusetts  in  1987.  This 
cooperative  interagency  effort  provided  identification, 
assessment,   recommendation  to  treatment  and  treatment  for  a 
limited  number  of  inmates.     The  model  is  currently  being  adapted 
for  Western  and  Central  Massachusetts. 

The  Statewide  Information  and  Referral  Hotline  is  a  new 
initiative  to  improve  accessibility  to  substance  abuse  treatment. 
It  is  a  comprehensive  24  hour  public  information  and  referral 
service  that  provides  information  on  alcohol  and  drug  abuse 
prevention,    intervention  and  treatment.  The  center  can  help 
identify  appropriate  referrals.     Please  telephone  1-800-327-5050. 

We  hope  that  this  booklet  facilitates  access  to  drug  and  alcohol 
treatment  programs  and  thank  the  Parole  Board  for  its 
preparation.     We  look  forward  to  continued  collaboration  with  the 
Parole  Board  and  its  clients.

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Getting  Started: 


Public  Assistance  for  Parolees 

Parolees  may  be  eligible  for  some  form  of  public  assistance 
upon  release  from  prison.  Actual  determination  of  qualification 
and  the  amount  of  benefits  must  be  made  on  a  case  by  case  basis 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  (DPW)  but  this  report  serves 
as  a  general  guideline.  The  focus  is  on  parolees  who  are  enter- 
ing halfway  houses,  but  assistance  for  other  parolees  will  be 
briefly  addressed. 

Applicants  Going  to  a  Halfway  House 

If  parolees  are  going  to  a  halfway  house  for  drug  and/or  al- 
cohol rehabilitation,  they  can  apply  for  public  assistance  using 
"medically  disabled"  as  justification.  Most  halfway  houses  have 
the  necessary  paperwork  for  parolees  to  apply  for  assistance. 
Usually  parolees  are  seen  by  their  own  physician  or  one  at  the 
halfway  house,  to  determine  their  medical  condition.  A  letter 
stating  the  parolee's  disabling  condition  (e.g.,  addiction)  and 
the  period  of  time  the  parolee  is  expected  to  be  medically  not 
qualified  to  work,  is  needed  by  the  DPW.  At  the  expiration  of 
this  time  period,  a  reevaluation  is  necessary.  For  drug  and  al- 
cohol treatment  programs,  the  normal  time  period  is  no  greater 
than  six  months. 

If  the  application  is  approved,  the  parolee  is  usually  en- 
titled to  up  to  $87.  00  per  month  in  food  stamps  which  are 
frequently  signed  over  to  the  halfway  house  by  the  parolee.  Ad- 
ditionally, General  Relief  (a  cash  amount  of  around  $65.00  per 
month)  may  be  awarded. 

Most  halfway  houses  are  able  to  assist  parolees  in  this 
process.  Otherwise,  parolees  may  go  themselves  to  the  DPW  office 
in  the  area  where  their  halfway  house  is  located.  They  will 
need : 

•  some  form  of  identification. 

•  proof  of  social  security  number,   if  possible. 

•  a    letter    from   their    parole   officer   stating   the  time 

period  of  incarceration  and  release  date. 

Other  Applicants 

If  a  parolee  is  not  going  to  a  halfway  house,  application 
for  General  Relief  should  be  made  only  when  all  other  avenues  of 
assistance  have  been  explored.  General-  Relief  in  this  case  is 
the  lowest  paying  program  available.  Therefore,  parolees  should 
first  look  into  whether  or  not  they  are  eligible  for  AFDC  or  SSI. 
Generally,  if  they  are  members  of  families  with  children,  they 
can  be  added  to  the  family's  AFDC  budget     as  another  dependent. 

In  any  case,  it  is  important  to  note  that  all  persons  who 
meet  the  food  stamp  program  guidelines  are  eligible  to  apply  for 
food  stamps  regardless  of  whether  or  not  they  apply  for  any  other 
form  of  aid.  This  is  a  separate  program  for  which  many  may 
qualify. 

If  parolees  have  explored  all  options  and  find  they  must 
apply    for    General    Relief,     they   must   be   unemployed   and  have  no 
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more  than  $250  in  savings  or  assets  to  qualify.  Only  ex- 
offenders  who  were  incarcerated  for  more  than  60  days  are 
eligible  under  this  program.  They  must  have  proof  of  the  period 
of  incarceration  and  some  form  of  identification.  They  should  go 
to  their  local  welfare  office.  If  homeless  in  the  central  Boston 
area, they  should  apply  at  the  Hamilton  Place  office  in  Boston, 
across  from  Park  Street  Station.  Homeless  people  in  other  areas 
should  apply  at  the  nearest  welfare  off-ice. 

General  Relief  can  only  be  collected  for  a  period  of  60  days 
from  the  date  of  release  from  prison,  if  based  on  ex-offender 
status.  This  is  a  very  important  qualification,  because  if 
parolees  wait  until  they  have  been  out  of  prison  for  a  month, 
they  will  only  be  able  to  collect  for  the  next  month. 

All  parolees  who  apply  for  general  relief  are  also  required 
to  enroll  and  participate  in  the  DPW's  Employment  and  Training 
Program. 

General  Relief  ranges  from  $87.90  per  month  to  $287.80, 
depending  on  the  parolee's  living  situation.  Again,  each  ap- 
plicant may  also  apply  for  up  to  $87.00  worth  of  food  stamps  per 
month . 

Emergency  Relief 

Another  program  available  to  parolees  under  General  Relief 
is  Emergency  Relief  which  consists  of  the  first  month's  rent  and 
security  deposit.  This  can  only  be  obtained  if  the  individual  has 
not  received  Emergency  Relief  within  the  previous  twelve  months. 
This  may  be  very  useful  for  people  trying  to  set  up  a  home  who 
have  good  employment  prospects  but  insufficient  savings.  The 
security  deposit  will  have  to  be  refunded  to  DPW  when  the 
recipient  relocates. 

Again,  this  outline  is  to  be  used  as  a  very  general  guide  to 
DPW  benefits  for  parolees.  As  each  individual  is  considered 
separately,  it  is  best  for  people  who  believe  they  may  be 
eligible  for  benefits  to  visit  their  local  DPW  office  as  soon  as 
possible  after  release  from  prison  to  have  their  situation 
evaluated. 
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Benefits  for  Veterans  on  Parole: 
Drug  and  Alcohol  Treatment 


Veterans  may  be  entitled  to  drug  and/or  alcohol  rehabilita- 
tion on  an  inpatient  or  outpatient  basis  at  a  variety  of 
Veteran's  Administration  facilities  throughout  the  state.  in- 
patient treatment  is  normally  at  no  charge  to  the  patient;  out- 
patient treatment  may  involve  a  nominal  fee.  For  information  on 
any  of  these  programs,  contact  one  of  the  facilities  listed  below 
or  a  local  Veteran's  Administration  service  office.

A. A.  and  N.A.,  as  well  as  group,  in- 
dividual and  family  counseling  are  provided.  Detox  is  available 
if  needed.     Fees  are  based  on  ability  to  pay.

This  program  is  the  same  as  above  but  lasts  for  42  days.

This  program  is  available  for  alcohol  and  substance  abuse  treat- 
ment. The  normal  program  is  for  28  days  on  an  inpatient  basis. 
Outpatient  services  are  also  available.  This  center  offers  a 
special  drug  abuse  treatment  program  that  lasts  for  two  to  three 
months.  This  is  the  most  comprehensive  VA  drug  and  alcohol 
treatment  facility  in  the  state.

This  facility  provides  alcohol  treatment  and  treatment  for  people 
with  dual  addictions.  People  requiring  only  drug  addiction 
treatment  will  be  referred  to  another  facility.  This  facility 
does  not  provide  detox,  yet  all  people  must  have  been  drug  and 
alcohol  free  for  at  least  five  days  prior  to  admission.  The 
duration  of  the  program  is  21  days.

This  clinic  is  outpatient  for  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  needs.  It 
provides   methadone   maintenance,    referrals,    individualized  coun- 
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seling,  and  antabuse  treatment.  The  duration  of  the  program  is 
determined  on  an  individual  basis.  Fees  are  based  on  ability  to 
pay.  In  order  to  get  into  this  program,  veterans  should  be  seen 
at  the  medical  clinic  in  downtown  Boston  at  17  Court  Street,  from 
where  they  will  be  referred. 

All  VA  inpatient  programs  offer  counseling,  group  and  family 
therapy,  and  A.A./N.A.  To  apply,  an  initial  screening  is 
required  to  determine  eligibility.  Veterans  should  call  for  an 
appointment  and  be  sure  they  provide  their  name,  date  of  birth, 
social  security  number,  branch  and  dates  of  service,  type  of  dis- 
charge, and  their  discharge  certificate,   DD  Form  214. 

FINANCIAL  BENEFITS 

Veterans  on  parole  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  are 
not  normally  eligible  for  any  sort  of  state  financial  assistance 
through  the  Veteran's  Service  program,  if  the  financial  need  is  a 
result  of  their  incarceration.  There  are  no  federal  public  as- 
sistance programs  specifically  for  veterans.  If  financial  aid  is 
needed,  parolees  should  contact  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Welfare.    (See  section  on  welfare  benefits  for  parolees.) 

EDUCATIONAL  BENEFITS 

Those  veterans  who  served  for  a  period  of  more  than  181  days 
between  January  31,  1955  and  January  1,  1977  may  be  eligible  for 
the  GI  Bill  if  no  more  than  ten  years  •  has  elapsed  since  their 
discharge  date.  Benefits  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
1  1/8  months  of  benefits  for  each  month  of  service  up  to  eighteen 
months.  Those  who  served  more  than  eighteen  months  will  be 
eligible  for  45  months  of  benefits. 

The  amount  paid  per  month  depends  on  the  number  of  depen- 
dents the  veteran  has  and  whether  he  or  she  is  going  to  school 
full  time,  half  time  or  less.  For  example,  a  veteran  may  receive 
from  $376  to  $510  per  month  for  full  time  school;  $188  to  $255 
for  half  time  school,  in  accordance  with  the  number  of  depen- 
dents. 

This  benefit  can  only  be  used  up  to  the  tenth  anniversary  of 
the  discharge  date.  Additionally,  it  cannot  be  used  after  Decem- 
ber 31,  1989,  but  it  is  possible  that  this  deadline  will  be  moved 
back  by  legislation.

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How  to  Use  This  Directory 


This  directory  includes  80  residential  programs  that  admit 
parolees  in  Massachusetts.  The  information  was  received  via  a 
telephone  survey  and  a  mailed  questionnaire.  The  residential 
programs  are  listed  according  to  the  county  in  which  they  are  lo- 
cated.    Counties  are  listed  alphabetically. 

The  programs  listed  are  primarily  for  substance  abuse  treat- 
ment needs,  although  some  programs  serve  specific  populations 
such  as  the  mentally  ill,  battered  women,  or  ex-offenders  without 
substance  abuse  treatment  needs.  Each  entry  describes  the 
specific  population  that  the  program  serves.  In  addition, 
entrance  requirements  for  the  program,  the  program's 
services/structure,  procedures  for  visiting  the  parolee,  costs  or 
fees  and  the  program's  operating  philosophy  are  detailed.  The 
program's  definitions  of  successful  and  unsuccessful  termination 
are  also  provided. 

Detoxification  facilities  are  not  included  in  this  directory 
except  for  those  programs  where  detoxification  is  part  of  a 
longer  rehabilitation  program.  Although  an  effort  was  made  to 
secure  information  on  privately  funded  programs,  the  primary  em- 
phasis was  on  publicly  funded  programs  or  programs  that  are 
financially  feasible  for  ex-offenders. 

Although  we  tried  to  standardize  the  data  received  on 
programs  and  secure  accurate  responses,  information  can  be  misin- 
terpreted and  becomes  outdated  quickly.  We  urge  parole  staff  to 
contact  the  programs  directly  for  further  information  when  ques- 
tions arise. 

In  addition,  we  ask  that  all  programs  and  parole  staff  keep 
us  up-to-date  on  changes  in  the  programs.  Feel  free  to  use  the 
blank  questionnaire  on  pp.   190-192  for  this  purpose.
